SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Sanitary  Inspector  : —

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  R.  W.  Turner  for  the  following  information 
upon  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  : — 

WATER  SUPPLY . 

The  mains  supplies  of  water  have  been  satisfactory ;  the  well 
supplies  have  been  in  some  cases  fair  only.  All  the  wells  are  shallow 
wells,  and  therefore  liable  contamination,  even  though  most  are 
cement  rendered  and  all  precautions  are  taken.  Samples  of  well 
water  were  taken  and  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  seven  out  of 
twelve  cases. 

In  all  villages  without  mains  supply  there  have  been  very 
pronounced  shortages,  in  particular  in  the  villages  of  Church 
Langton,  East  Langton,  Stonton  Wyville,  Shangton,  Saddington 
and  Husbands  Bosworth,  and  in  these  villages  some  53,000  gallons 
of  water  were  carted  and  distributed  by  this  authority’s  vehicles 
and  workmen. 
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Samples  of  mains  supplies  of  water  were  taken  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  and  chemical  analysis  by  the  suppliers  and  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory.

The  work  of  laying  mains  in  Foxton  was  completed,  and  up  to 
the  present  approximately  half  the  houses  in  the  village  have  been 
connected.  The  village  has  a  population  of  321  (1931),  and  88 
dwelling  houses. 

Formal  approval  has  been  given  to  the  laying  of  mains  from 
Carlton  Reservoir  to  the  villages  of  Shangton,  Tur,  East,  West  and 
Thorpe  Langton  and  extensions  from  Fleckney  to  the  parish  of 
Saddington.

This  total  number  of  cesspools  is  the  result  of  a  recent  comprehensive 
survey  and  is  accurate. 

The  only  work  carried  out  was  the  relaying  of  a  broken  length 
of  sewer  at  Great  Easton  and  the  installation  of  manholes  in  various 
villages  to  facilitate  cleansing  and  flushing. 

There  are  8  filter  systems  and  3  land  irrigation  sewage  disposal 
systems  in  the  district. 


Post-War  Proposals. 

The  proposal  approved  in  1947  regarding  new  sewers  at  Smeeton 
Westerby  and  joint  outfall  works  at  Kibworth  Beauchamp  has  been 
and  still  is  held  up  on  account  of  cost  and  priority.  Schemes  for 
Drayton,  Theddingworth,  Shangton  and  the  five  Langtons  are  in 
the  hands  of  the  Authority's  Engineers.  New  works  at  Shangton 
and  the  Langtons  will  become  essential  because  of  the  proposed 
water  scheme.

As  in  1946,  all  earth  closets,  privies,  private  cesspools,  etc.,  are 
cleansed  by  the  occupiers.  Public  cesspools  are  cleaned  out  at  as 
near  three  monthly  intervals  as  the  hire  of  the  Market  Harborough 
Urban  District  Council’s  gully  emptier  and  weather  conditions 
permit. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

House  refuse  is  removed  fortnightly  by  direct  labour.  Two 
motor  vehicles,  one  of  5,  one  of  7  cubic  yards  capacity  (covered)  are 
used.  These  cover  the  whole  area. 

Trade  refuse  is  removed  on  application.  Charges  are  made  in 
accordance  with  the  time  and  distance  from  the  nearest  tip. 

Four  crude  tips  are  in  use  at  Kibworth,  Foxton,  Hallaton  and 


Husbands  Bosworth.
